ICELAND DECIDES TO LIVE THE 
SIMPLE LIFE FOR TWO YEARS 


Clothing. Shoes and Autos Among 
Articles Barred From Import 
as Step to Improve Money Value. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—Iceland 

has decided to return to the simple 

life. Consul-General Marion Letch- 
er at Copenhagen has just sent the 

Department of Commerce a report 

on the new 

parliament, effective for two years, 
which greatly extends the list 
articles prohibited from import. 

Ready-made clothing and shoes 
are barred. When present foot- 
wear stocks are exhausted the pop- 
ulation will have to use Icelandic 
hairy sealskin shoes. Importation 
of nearly all dry goods is prohibit- 
ed and homespun will soon be the 
vogue. 

The exclusion list includes all 
kinds of bread, butter and marga- 
rine, cheese, salt pork, salt meat, 
pork, sausages, eggs. fruits, leather 
oils, soap, furniture, pic- 
tures, films, watches, clocks, motor 
cvcles, automobiles and all jewelry 
and novelties. The law was adopt- 
ed as one step to improve the value 
of the Icelandic crown.

The paper is then varnished. When 
it is dry and hard, another coi‘ 
is given. The effect is likea tapes- 
try or a finely painted wall. Where 
a paper with water-colored figures 
is used, it is safer to cover it first 
With a glue size, which sets the 
colors. When the size is dry, the 
paper can safely be varnished. If 
the varnish is applied without this 
precaution the colors are very apt 
to run and look badly. No matte: 
how gay the colors of the paper 
may be, the varnish will soften 
them, make them appear like 
tapestry and deepen to rich tints, 
their once strong colors. Some 
of the gayer picture papers are just 
the thing for sun parlors and up- 
per halls. 

Grass cloth papers are popular 
with conservative people who do 
not pay strict attention to chang- 
ing fashions and they are certainly 
very rich in appearance. The self- 
colored, figured papers in the old 
damask designs are enjoving re- 
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newed popularity. They make ex- 
cellent hall or music room papers. 
Gold-striped paper with a wide 
gray or tan stripe between the gold 
stripes has dainty chintz motifs 
spaced down the plain stripes and 
makes very lovely living room pa- 
per. 

So-called ‘“‘lattice papers,” the 
lattice being used in the design for 
climbing rose vines, are very pret 
ty and come in more attractive de- 
Signs than in past seasons.

you really do need a refrigerator, 
and if you are to buy one be sure 
and select one that has réal in- 
sulation and air circulation. But 
the chances are that some of the 
trouble of your own making, 
hence these suggestions. 

A small amount of ice is never 
very effective. If your refriger1- 
tor is too small for the size of yor 
family you may as well begin a! 
over again. The 75 to a 100-pound 
size does well for a family of frorm 
four to six. 

Keep your refrigerator well 
filled. Buy ice in standard sizes 
to fit the box. Chipping causes 
waste.

that the doors are closed 
tightly. If the latches are faulty 
they may need replacing. Rubbec 
gaskets make a tighter closing pos- 
sible. 

Keep the foods that need the 
greatest cold in the bottom of the 
refrigerator, directly beneath the 
ice chamber. Milk, fresh meats 
and all broths in which growth of 
organisms takes place quickly 
should be kept there, Fruits and 
vegetables of strong odors should 
be kept at the top of the box 
where the air is more moist and 
is purified by passing again 
through the ice chamber before it 
reaches the other foods. 

Do not pack foods so tightly to- 
gether that the air cannot circu- 
late freely among them and never 
put foods in the ice chamber it- 
This practice breaks up the 
circulation of air over the ice sur- 
face and defeats in a large meas- 
ure the very purpose of the ice it- 
self. An even worse practice is to 
wrap the ice in paper or blankets 
to keep it from melting. This 
makes it impossible for the warm 
air to come in direct contact with 
the ice—the ice does not take up 
the heat, moisture and odors from 
the air and the refrigerator re- 
mains warm and soon gets inte an 
undesirable condition. 

Avoid unnecessary opening of 
the refrigerator doors. Know what 
you want before you open the door 
and get all the things possible at 
each opening. 

Try a thermometer in your re- 
frigerator., When you can get a 
temperature of at least 45 de. 
grees in the bottom and not more : 
than 50 to 55 degrees at the top 
you have improved your home re- 
frigeration plant.
